Ottawa, July 18.—Under the ord- 
er of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, made public today, a new 
freight rate classification will. be- 
come effective throughout Canada 
on or about October 1 next. 
Board this morning gave its judg- 
ment regarding Canadian freight 
classification No. 17 which will sup- 


ersede classification No. 16 and its) 


supplements. The main judgment, 
which was written by the assistant 
chief commissioner, 8. J. McLean, is 


voluminious, 111 foolscap sheets. It| 
is concurred in by Commissioner A. | 


C. Boyce. A shorter judgment, which 
dissents in certain respects from the | 
main judgment was written by Com- 
missioner Frank Oliver, 

The new classification, taken as a 
whole, will probably have the effect 
of reducing the cost of transporting 
freight, according to the main judg- 
ment. “As to the various general 
and vague statements that changes 
in classification ratings increased | 
the cost of goods and raised the cost 
of living, it may be pointed out that | 
the revision of the classification in- 
volves both increases and reduc- 
tions,” says the judgment. “From as 
careful an anlysis as possible from 
the information in the possession of 
the Board, it is believed that the re- 
vision, taken as a whole, in no way 
increases the aggregate cost of 
transporting soods, but that as a 
matter of fact, it will probably have 
the reverse effect. While the volume 
of traffic in the various articles af- 
fected is very confusing, as a mat- 


ter of information it may be stated | 


that, as a whole, the number of in- 
creases in less than carload ratings 
is 162; the number of increases in 
carload ratings is 177; the number) 
of decreases in less than carload | 
ratings is 344, and the number of de- 
creases in carload ratings is 194.”

The work of revision was primar- 
jily undertaken by a joint committee 
representing the carriers and ship- 
}pers in both eastern and western 
Canada with a view to a considera-

;mercial interests, and to arrive, as 


|far as possible, at unanimous agreée- 
ment between these interests, The 
{remaining items on which agreement 
}could not be reached were left to the 
}adjudication of the railway commis- 
sion. 


The judgement of the commission

“open” or unrestricted mixing rule. 
This was strongly opposed by the 
jobbing and distributive trade inter- 
fests throughout Western Canada.

CHEAPER GAS IN SIGHT 
. wes 

Calgary, July 21.—Cheaper g 
is promised the consumers of Cal- 
gary by the Canadian Western Gas 
Company, which some time ago 
made arrangements to buy Turner 
Valley gas from the Royalite com- 
pany at the rate of 10 cents per 
thousand feet. This price is three 
cents lower a thousand fect than the 
gas company pays at present, and) 
the gas company promises to pass 
on the reduction to the consumer. 

Perhaps Macleod will burn cheap- 
er gas next winter. 

The rate will likely be three cents 
cheaper, making a gross price of 
50 cents, which, with the five cent? 
discount rate, would make a net rate 
of 45 cents. The final decision as to 
the amount of the cut has not yet 
been made by the company. 

The reduction is the result of the 
finding of large supplies of natural 
gas in the Foremost and Turner 
Valley fields. The Royalite Company 
of Turner Valley has offered to sell 
the company gas for 10 cents per 
thousand feet—the three cent saving 
is being passed along to the Calgary 
consumer, and it is assumed that 
umers all over the distribution 
system will benefit—this meaning 
that Macleod, Nanton, and other 
towns along the Macleod branch 
which are served by the big Bow 
Island-Lethbridge-Calgary pipe line 
will also benefit.

MIGRATORY BIRDS CONVEN- 
TION ACT 


A summary of the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act is given below. 
This is the law which is based upon 
the treaty with the United States. 
Any enquiries concerning this law 
may be addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of the Canadian National 
Parks, Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, 

Open Seasons—Both Dates 
Inclusive 

Ducks, Geese, or Rails, Wilson or 
Jack-snipe, Black-bellied and Golden 
Plovers, and the Greater and Lesser 
Yellowlegs, Alberta, September 15— 
December 14; Saskatchewan, Sept. 
15—Dec. 31. 

Closed Seasons 

There is a closed season in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan on band-tailed pigeons, swans, 
wood duck, eider duck, cranes, cur- 
lew, willet, goodwits, upland plover, 
avocots, dowitchers, knots, oyster- 
catchers, phalaropes, stilts, surf- 
birds, turnstones, and all the shore- 
birds not provided with an open 
season in above schedule. 

There is a closed season through- 
out the year on the following non- 
game birds: Auks, auklets, bitterns, 
fulmars, gannets, grebes, guillemots, 
, herons, jaegers, loons, murres, 
» puffins, shearwaters, and 
and there is a closed season

insectivorous birds: Bobolinks, cat- 
birds, chickadees, cuckoos, flickers, 
fly-catchers, grossbeaks, humming- 
birds, kinglets, martins, meadows 
larks, nighthawks or bull bats, nu 
thatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, 
swallows, swifts, tanagers, titmice, 
thrushes, viréos, warblers, wax- 
wings, whipporwills, woodpeckers, 
and wrens, and all other perching 
birds which feed entirely or chiefly 
on insects. 

No person shall kill, hunt, cap- 
ture, injure, take, or molest migrat- 
ory game birds during the close sea- 


son, Sale of these birds is forbid- 
den 
The killing, capturing, taking, 


injuring or molesting of migratory 
insectivorous and migratory non- 
game birds is prohibited. The pos- 
session of legally taken migratory 
game birds is allowed in Alberta un- 
til March 31st, following the open 
season, and in Saskatchewan until 
the last day of February following 
the open season. 
Daily Bag Limit—Alberta 
‘Ducks—30 in one day, and not 
more than 200 of all-kinds in a sea- 
son; Geese—15; Rails—25;  Black- 
bellied and Golden Plover, Greater 
and Lesser Yellowler 15 of all 
kinds; Wilson Snipe- 
Daily Bag Limits—Saskatchewan 
Ducks and Geese—30 of all kinds 
in one day, and not more than 200 
of all kinds in a season; Rails : 
Black-bellied and Golden Plover, 
Greater and Lesser Yellowlegs—15 
of all kinds; Wilson Snipe—2 
Guns and Appliances 
The use of automatic (auto 
ing), swivel or machine guns, or bat 
tery, or any gun larger than No, 
10 gauge is prohibited, and the use 
of any aeroplane, power boat, sail 
boat, or night light, and shooting 
from any horse-drawn or motor ve- 


load- , 


hicle is forbidden. 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one hour before 
sunrise or later than one hour after 
sunset is prohibited. 

Penalty 
Every person who violate any 


provision of this Act or any regula- 
tion shall, for each offence, be liable 
upon summary conviction to a fine of 
not more than three hundred dollars 
and not less than ten dollars, or to 
impris6nment to a term not exceed- 
ing six months or to both fine and 
imprisonment.

LIVE STOCK CONDITIONS IN 
WESTERN CANADA 
Report No, 5, of the Origin and 


Quality of Commercial Live Stock 


Marketed in Canada, issued by the 
Dominion Live Stock Branch, after 
referring to the fact that the out 


put of hogs by Alberta in 1924 was 
easily the largest on record says, 
relating to cattle, that it is obvious 
that not only is a distinct improve- 
ment taking place as regards winter 
feeding practices, but also in the 
type of cattle produced, Referring 
to Saskatchewan, it is recorded that, 
that province made a veryfavour- 
able showing as regards the quality 
of commercial cattle sold, that there 
was an increase of 33 per cent in the 
number of choice handyweight steers 
sold at stock-yards, over 50° per 
cent increase in the number of good 
cows offered, and a very appreciable 
improvement in the volume of heif- 
ers of good grading marketed, As 
regards hogs, while noting an im- 
provement in 10924, the Report re- 
marks: “Nevertheless it is true that 
there is room for still greater effort 
in the matter of placing the hog out- 
put of Saskatchewan on a basis 
where a_ reasonable percentage 
would be available for manufactur 
ing into better grades of Wiltshire 
bacon.” As regards Manitoba, a 
most commendable improvement in 
cattle is noted, especially in the 
popular weights of steers and in the 
better grades of cows. It is inferred 
that there may be a falling off this 
year, compared with 1924 in the 
volume of hog marketing, but it is 
added that the prospects of the hog 
industry are good at the present 
time, that there is no evidence of 
over-production in any of the chief 
bacon exporting countries, and that 
Canada, with her abundant crops of
